The 10 included Meyer Adeiman, 
Congress of Industrial Organizations 
steel crganizer from Milwaukee, 
who was sentenced to 240 days and 
fined 61,0%, and Oakley Mills, West 
Virginia CIO organizer, who must 
serve 180 days. 

The strike at the North Chicago 
Fansteel plant occurred Feb. 17, 
1937. The strikers refused to obey 
a court injunction ordering the 
plant vacated. They were driven 
out Feb. 26 with a tear gas bar- 
rage. 

Eleven other strikers also con- 
victed of contempt in the Fansteel 
strike were expected to suender 
later today. Eighteen others have 
served their sentences. 

The U. 8S. Supreme Court ruled 
on Feb. 27 that the strike was 
illegal. 

Five. strikers at the Chicago 
Hardware Foundry Company plant, 
convicted of violating a similar in- 
junction, also surrendered to the 
sheriff today. Five more will begin 
their sentences Saturday.

Again Attack 
Sec’y Perkins 


To Reopen Impeach- 
ment Hearing Despite 
Lack of Evidence 


WASHINGTON, March 9.—Al- 
though no evidence had been pre- 
sented to sustain the reactionary 
impeachment resolution against 
Secretary of Labor Frances Perkins, 
the House Judiciary Committee to- 
day decided, apparently under Tory 
pressure, to hold further hearings. 

Previously it had been understood 
that the impeachment proceedings 
would be quashed at once. The 
Committee said today it would 
hear R. P. Bonham, Director of the 
Seattle Wash., Immigration Service, 
and Divisional Director R. J. Nor- 
ene next Tuesday im connection 
with the Harry Bridges case before 
resuming consideration of the im- 
peachment resolution.

Anyone under 
the home relief classification may 
learn whether he has tuberculosis 
merely by calling at the Health Sta-

The tuberculosis death rate has 
declined from 64.1 per 100,000 of 
population in 1930, when there were 
11,821 cases and 4,457 deaths to 46.4 
per 100,000 in 1938, with 8,701 cases 
and 3,473 deaths.

WASHINGTON, March 9 (UP). —

Getting Menacingly Bolder 


© Franco and his German and Italian back- 
ers, as well as the Chamberlain and Daladier 
allies of the Burgos butcher, have earned the 
undying enmity and disgust of the American 
people. That is why the World-Telegram on 
Thursday sought to absolve the Spanish pup- 
pet of the totalitarians, the bandit who is 
now a greater menace to Latin America and 
American security, of the crime for which he 
and his cronies are guilty—-the destruction 
of Spanish democracy. 

What is the purpose of the World-Tele- 
gram editorial saying that “Spain’s demo- 
cratic republic was crushed by Communist 
intrigue from within rather than by Franco’s 
forces from without?” It is getting prepared 
to root for Franco’s recognition here, an act 
repugnant to the American people and dan- 
gerous to American safety. 

To attain its purpose, the World-Tele- 
gram adopts the dirty anti-democratic tactics 
of Hitler, Chamberlain and Franco. The Com- 
munists of Spain who united with all anti- 
fascist and democratic forces in Spain’s Pop- 
ular Front, by the tens of thousands laid 
down their lives so that democracy might 
live, are maligned by the World-Telegram for 
its own vicious purpose. 

The legitimate government of Spain, 
headed by the Negrin cabinet, never broke its 
unity, including Republicans, Socialists, An- 
archists and Communists. Never at any time 
did these forces split. Renegade usurpers on 
the Council of Capitulation, by a military 
coup d’etat, under the promptings of the 
Anglo-French authors of Munich, seized con- 
trol in Madrid after negotiating with Franco 
for base and murderous surrender. 

The reactionary press here sought to 
make it appear as if the other parties in the 
Popular Front were fighting against the Com- 
munists. A more shameful lie could not be 
manufactured against Spanish democracy. 

History will forever record the fact that 
the anti-fascist unity of Spain was retained 
to the last, and that the Negrin government, 
without any inner conflict among Republi- 


cans, Communis*s, Socialists and Anarchists, 
returned to the Central Zone to continue the 
battle for resistance. And if this were no 
longer possible, to do everything (1) to secure 
Spain’s independence, (2) to have the people 
express their will in a national plebiscite and 
(3) to insure the best guarantees possible 
against all reprisals. 

Agents of Franco, military mercenaries, 
the spies of Chamberlain and Daladier, rene- 
gade Socialists and Anarchists, assisted by 
Trotzkyites, were responsibly for the coup 
d'etat and the setting up of the Council of 
Capitulation to wreck the plans of Spain’s 
unified forces of democracy. Because these 
capitulators, in a most difficult hour, were in 
strategic military posts, they were able to 
seize decisive political positions. They im- 


‘mediate'y made liason with Franco; and while 


slaughtering democratic adherents of all par-

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anti-fascist foreign policy and, conversely, 
firm support for a policy of “appeasing” the 
triple fascist powers, especially Hitler. 

The needed repeal or the drastic modifica- 
tion, at least, of the present neutrality law 
-would immediately permit the United States 
to aid victims of fascist aggression and em- 
bargo the fascist aggressor. But that is pre- 
cisely what Senator Nye, for example, a lead- 
ing sponsor of the “referendum,” does not 
apparently wish to see. Only the other day 
Senator Nye vehemently denounced the idea 
that the United States give any encourage- 
ment to the democracies of Europe in their 
resistance against Hitler’s aggressions. The 
“referendum” has the practical effect of 
keeping America passive until the fascist 
powers have become strong enough to strike 
at Americ. directly; the repeal of the Neu- 
trality Act will help stave off the war menace 
from America by helping to halt the fascist 
war machine in Europe and Asia. 


This much should be clear by now—sup- 
port for the “referendum” idea is actually 
aimed at the President’s anti-fascist policy, 
or inescapably commits its supporters to a 
policy of collaboration with the Berlin-Rome- 
Tokio war alliance. No noble-sounding propa- 
ganda about future “referendums” should be 
permitted to obscure this basic fact.

A Constructive Report 


The report of the Unemployment Insur- 
ance State Advisory Council, with its con- 
structive proposals, is a contribution toward 
improving both the unemployment insurance 
law and its complicated administration. And 
Gov. Lehman’s recommendations to the state 
legislature, based on the report, should be 
given the widest support. 

Even though the report does not go far 
enough in its proposals, it is already in sharp 
contrast to the witch-hunting inquiry into 
the unemployment insurance situation now 
being conducted by the Tory Republican leg- 
islative committee. This latter committee is 
not concerned with really remedying the ad- 
mittedly bad workings of the law, in simplify- 
ing it, or even in cutting the red tape; its 
concern is to discredit the whole principle of 
unemployment insurance, and to pave the 
way for employers’ proposals which will wipe 
out the law altogether. - 

On the other hand, the proposals of the 
Advisory Council serve to strengthen the law 
at some of its weakest points. It would cut 
down the fantastic figure of 801 classes of 
benefit rates to 9, thus eliminating miles of 
red tape; it would have a flat period of 13 
weeks for benefit payments, instead of the 
present average of about 11 weeks and the 
enormous uncertainty on the whole matter; 
it would cut down the waiting period for pay- 
ment from 5 to a uniform 3 weeks, and the 
weeks of unemployment would not have to 
be cansecutive. 

And it urged a “thorough simplification 
of all administrative procedure.” 

One of the chief inadequacies of the re- 
port is that it failed to recommend definitely 
the efficient stamp system for checking on 
the chiseling employers, although it did pro- 
pose the “advisability” of “considering” the 
system. This system, along with a progres- 
sive tax program, is the key to simplification 
and to including some 800,000 domestic, agri- 
cultural and other workers, whose inclusion 
within the law the report unfortunately 
leaves to the indefinite future. 

Meantime, the Governor’s proposals on 
the report must have the broadest support 
if they are to pass the Tory Republican ob- 
structionists in Albany. 


Everything to Gain 
From This Postponement 


The labor movement has everything to 
gain and nothing to lose from the postpone- 
ment of Wagner Act amendment hearings 
during the CIO-A. F. of L. unity negotiations. 

The open-shoppers, quite naturally, are 
furious at Senator Elbert Thomas, chairman 
of the Senate Committee on Education and 
Labor, for delaying consideration of all 


amendments. For they realize that hearings - 


on the amendments at this time would only 
tend to aggravate the very difficulties which 
it is the purpose of the présent unity negotia- 
tions to settle. 

Those trade unionists who might not yet 
be convinced that all the pending amendments 
are dangerous to A. F. of L. and CIO alike, 
will agree, however, that postponement for 
the time being is the wisest course. 

All those who sincerely desire to see the 
unity negotiations turn out successfully, will 
welcome Senator Thomas’ stand and will lose 
no time in acquainting him of their support.

World-Telegram Attacks Communists 


To Screen Nazi Propaganda in U.S. 


It is now too well established for argu- 
ment that the recent Hitler Bund meeting in 
Madison Square Garden aroused nation-wide 
indignation among the American people. 

The reason for this is plain enough. The 
fascist ravings of Fritz Kuhn and his fellow 
storm troopers, the anti-Semitism, the other 
open assaults upon American democracy—all 
done in a fanfare of praise for the Hoover 
Republicans and Garner anti-New Deal Dem- 
ocrats—exposed to the American people the 
full bestial horror of the fascist menace. 
Americans saw the cohorts of the Hoover- 
Hitler axis in action, and they didn’t like 
them. 


All of this, however, made no such im- 
pression on the World-Telegram. And it 
wouldn’t, as they say. The Scripps-Howard 
example of “liberalism,” actually concluded 
from the Bund meeting that the Communists 
were the “main danger.” To the average in- 
telligent American, it is a conclusion that is 
as absurd as it is scurrilous. But seeing is 
believing. So examine this excerpt from the 
last Saturday’s Telegram editorial: 

“The Communist Party held a rally in 
the same place (Madison Square Garden— 
ed.) without stirring up ... the angry re- 
sentment that 
aroused. But that doesn’t mean that the 
Communists are less objectionable. It 
means only, we think, that they are more 
adroit and for that reason. . . even more 
dangerous than the Bund.” 

It would be far wrong to consider this as 
just another screwy editorial on the part of 
the Telegram. It is a deli te attempt to 
conceal and play down the increasing fascist 
danger which comes from the exponents of 
Hitlerism, whether from the knife-wielding 
Bundsters, or from the larger potentates on 
Wall Street, like Hoover. 

So the Telegram attacks the Communists, 


is why the Communist rally, as the Telegram 


said, stirred “no angry resentment as the 
Bund.” 

What is the mysterious “adroit” quality 
of the Communist Party meetings or activ- 
ities which the Telegram finds so “sinister?” 
Is it that the Communists are indefatigable 
in the cause of the people, and seek every op- 
portunity to rally the people against the 
swastika gangs inspired by the Hoover Re- 
publicans and the Garner anti-New Deal 
Democrats? Can this weird “adroitness” be 
in the fact that the Communist Party holds 
peaceful meetings, dedicated to the Ameri- 

- can democracy which fascist practitioners of 
force and violence would destroy? 

Naturally, this sort of “adroitness” would 
be considered “dangerous” by the Telegram, 
but the American people are more and more 
discovering that it is the fascists that are 
really dangerous and really sinister. 

The Gallup Poll last Sunday, for example, 
showed that Nazi activities and connections 
in America were regarded as the most serious 
menace by a majority of those voting on un- 
American activities. It is true that the Com- 
munists were mistakenly voted as a “danger” 
also; but if the people got the real truth about 
the Communists, instead of the poisonous 
diet of lies served up by such as the Tele- 
gram, they wouldn’t think the Communists 


were any sort of danger at all. 


It is encouraging that the people are con- 
tinuously breaking through, even through the 
seductive, weasel-worded lies of the Tele- 
gram. Last Saturday, out of three pages of 
readers’ letters to the Telegram, almost half 
said they had no confidence in the World- 
Telegram editorials or general reliability. It 
must have been very disturbing to the 
Scripps-Howard “news” trust to see their 


readers thumbing noses at the Telegram's 


anti-New Deal pap and pro-fascist twaddle, 
passed off as “impartial facts.” 

Naturally, New Yorkers have no confi- 
dence in a press that has long since made 
clear its bias in favor of the most reaction- 
ary enemies of the American people. As Abe

® The marvelous vitality of Loyalist 
Spain, mortally wounded by the combined 
stabs of all pro-fascist traitors, is acting as 
a brake on the Rome-Berlin axis war plans. 

This is again stressed by the sensational 
publication in the reactionary French newspaper, 
Journal des Debats, of what is said to be an authentic 
outline of the Hitler-Mussolini plan for a second 
Munich by a fascist invasion of Holland and Switzer- 
land. 

This semi-official organ of the French Daladier- 
Bonnet regime, and of the 200 rich families who work 
with Chamberlain, says it got this plan from an un- 
impeachable source.” 

The Rome-Perlin war alliance had set der tag” 
for some time “after the end of the Spanish war.” 
At first, the time was fixed specifically for March 15 
and a number of fascist international actions were 
taken to culminate on that date. But because Loyalist 
Spain held out against demands for its surrender far 
beyond the period expected by fascism, and its Tory 
and French reactionary allies, now, according even to 
the Journal des Debats, the totalitarian war plans had 
to be delayed. 

This delay has led the reactionary press in the 
United States and Great Britain to mislead the people 
with the idea that the “international situation has 
improved.” The impression they thus sought to convey 
was that Hitler and Mussolini had put aside their 
plans for war and Munich ultimatums and that a 


period of quiet was ensuing. 
This is precisely what the Rome-Berlin axis wanted 


in order to allay vigilance.

The French reactionaries, headed by Bonnet and 
Daladier, followed a different line. Knowing that the 
next Munich betrayals would be at Frances expense, 
and desiring in this to go along with Chamberlain to 
the limit, these traitors to France did no wish to play 


What the reactionary sheets of Great Britain, 
France and the United States du not mention is that 
the state of popular unrest in Italy and Germany is 
the dominant factor in Reme-Berlin war considera- 
tions. 

From Paris and London official circles, Hitler and 
Mussolini know they can count on real cooperation 
along the lines begun in Munich. But discontent ts 
growing so great among the German and Italian peo- 
ple that the fascist dictators have to reckon more with 
inner conditions than they do with external questions, 

Mussolini sought to soothe the Italian workers’ anti- 
war sentiments by offering them an average wage 
increase of a little more than 12% cents a week (which 
is what the $50,000,000 yearly wage rise amounts to 
when spread over 7,000,000 Italian workers). 

The Nazis, meanwhile, have resorted to more 
threats of murderous oppression against the discon- 
tented people and to the publication of stupid jokes 
to distract popular attention. Berlin counts on Musso- 
lini to begin the whole business by official demands 
on France, and Hitler’s personal envoy, Hermann 
Goering, has gone to Italy to arrange details of joint 
action. 


Why does the Journal des Debats, which is part of 
the French cabal preparing a second Munich, publish 
Hitler's plans? 

Predominantly, the French 200 families are in this 
way working with the whole Munich geng to create 
the atmosphere which Chamberlain and Daladier con- 
sider indispensable for playing the part of “peace 
saviors.” 

In this respect, the trusts for whom: Journal des 
Debats speaks, believe that realism is the best way of 
putting over their ghastly drama. They take the 
actual war plans of Hitler, which have been iostered 
in the first place by the original Munich treachery, and 
circulate them in order to assist Hitler and Mussolini 
in a more ambitious re-enactment of the September, 
1938, betrayals. 

The outline of Hitler's war plans as published by 
Journal des Debats affirms what has long been pointed
